Qne Wounded; 
City Detectives 
Launch Probe 


Although four men were arrest- 
ed yesterday in connection with a 
furious exchange of gunfire at 
North avenue and Luckie street in 
the third flareup of the current 
labor squabble, which has halted 
truck line operation into Atlanta, 
city detectives last night were con- 
tinuing their probe into the shoot- 
ing. 

The “young war,” as eyewit- 
messes described it, took place 
when the “strong-arm crew,” con- 
sisting of several] men, drove into 
the driveway of the Tech Service 
Station, leaped from a 1941 Pon- 
tiac sedan, and opened fire on a 
convoy of three trucks which was 
entering the intersection. Drivers 
of the trucks promptly returned 
the fire, police were told 

Only One Wounded. 

A. G. Hagler, 22, of North Caro- 
lina, was the only victim of the 
exchange of fire, police said. He 
sustained a wound in the finger, 
and: after receiving treatment at 
Grady. hospital was arrested on 
charges of disorderly conduct. 

As the gunfire began, dozens of 
bystanders and filling station at- 
tendants scampered for cover 
when the crossfire of shots filled 
the air. One shot, police were told, 
lodged in the wall of the Yellow 
Jacket Grill, at the northwest cor- 
ner of fhe intersection. 

The other three men arrested 
gave their names at police head- 
quarters as W. E. Lewis, 24, of 
712 Hill street; G. E. Riddle, 27, of 
725 Spring street, and C. E. Bal- 
lard, of North Carolina. The four 
arrested were released after post- 
ing bonds of $50 each.. 

Detectives W. S. Acree and J. D. 
Corley last night were seeking 
the driver of a blue Plymouth 
sedan who was reported to have 
passed the trucks and fired upon 
them during the affray. 

A previous flareup in the strike 
came Wednesday when Willie 
Crutchfield, Negro, of 346 Lyona 
a@venue, and driver for a non- 
union line, was showered with 
bricks when he attempted to back 
his truck out of the loading area. 
Willie, it was reported, took off 
in a hurry and a shotgun blast 
tore a hole in the side of his van. 
Detective W. S. Acree investigated 
and arrested eight strikers. 

Third Flareup. 

The third flareup occurred 
when an official of another truck- 
ing company, convoying a group 
of trucks near Jonesboro, was 
fired upon by a group of men, ap- 
parently strikers. 

More than 500 members of the 
International] Brotherhood of 
Teamsters. Chauffeurs, Ware- 
housemen and Helpers of America 
yesterday refused to return to 
work after rejecting what they 
called the operators “final pro- 
posal.” 

At the same time, the operators 
contended they weré innocent by- 
st anders and said the strike was 
simply a protest against delay by 
the government in approving the 
wage settlement. 

The Atlanta drivers struck last 
week in demand protest against 
non-payment of a three-cent wage 
increase ordered by the War La- 
bor Board in November and now 
pending before Economic Stabili- 
zation Director Fred M. Vinson. 
WLB had advised the union offi- 
cials it will not release Vinson’s 
ruling while the strike continues. 

The latest exchange of gunfire 
occurred shortly before. Paul 
Styles. disputes director of the 
regional War Labor Board, an- 
nounced that he had called a con- 
ference for today of the commit- 
tee representing the truck opera- 
tors and a committee from the 
union, seeking to end the 10-day- 
old strike. 

Meanwhile, a_ strike vote of 
“over-the-road” drivers was being 
taken at Knoxville. and a vote had 
been taken at Nashville in favor 
of a walkout.

Action To Force 
Whisky Out of 
Storage Urged 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—(7)— 
Quick tax action to force millions 
of gallons of whisky out of ware- 
houses, and relaxation of WPB 
rules to permit distillers to man- 
ufacture liquor five days each 
month were urged tonight by the 
chairman of a senate committee 
investigating current liquor short- 
ages. 

Senator Van Nuys, Democrat, 
Indiana, made these personal rec- 
ommendations after hearing testi- 
mony that bonded warehouses are 
bulging with 117,000,000 gallons 
of whisky and that there is wide- 


consumer. 
hearing also produced charges 
that black market operations are 
rife and that state-owned liquor 
stores are getting less than others. 

Asserting that Canadian brew- 
eries are being permitted to op- 
erate on a rotating schedule which 
permits them to manufacture 
whisky for three weeks and then 
return to war alcohol production, 
Van Nuys said he throught Amer- 
ican firms should be allowed five 
days each month to turn out pota- 
bles. (They now are devoted 
wholly to war production.) 

Whisky in Quantities. 

He told ,reporters he was con- 
vinced that if this measure were 
linked with an immediate tax on 
distilled spirits which have been 
in warehouses four years or more, 
whisky would come back into the 
market in quantity. At present 
the tax applies after eight years 
in storage. 

Van Nuys voiced these obser- 
vation: 

1—That distillers are “arbitrari- 
ly setting aside 100,000,000 gallons 
of bonded whisky for postwar 
purposes.” 

2—Liquor “hoarding” by distill- 
ers, wholesalers, retailers and in- 
dividuals—“‘many of them persons 
who never drank a drop’—is con- 
tributing to @ “black market.” 

Stored Supplies. 

Van Nuys registered his com- 
plaints during a recital by Stew- 
art Berkshire, deputy commis- 
sioner of internal revenue, of gov- 
ernment ‘tax controls. 

Berkshire furnished the figures 
showing that there is 117,000,000 
gallons of whisky from four to 
eight years old in bonded ware- 
houses. 

Because the government does 
not compel distillers to pay the

Is Proposed for Atlanta 


Halt Promises 
Co-operation 


Of N.C. & St. L.

Postwar plans for construction 
of a modern terminal station, 
merging the present Terminal and 
Union stations and remov the 
east-west tracks from the heart 
of Atlanta, were divulged when 
a group of businessmen, city, coun- 
ty and state officials discussed 
erecting a plaza over the Western 
& Atlantic railroad tracks here. 


Fitzgerald Hall, of Nashville, 

Tenn., president of the N., 
St. L. Railroad, was principal 
speaker at a Capital City Club 
luncheon given by John K. Ottley 
yesterday. 

Governor Arnall pledged the 
state’s co-operation in eliminating 
the smoke nuisance and “eyesore” 
from Atlanta by bridging over the 
tracks between Central avenue 
and Forsyth street. 

The N., C. & St. L. develop- 
ment plans covers thg area be- 
tween Central avenue and Forsyth 
street. The area between Forsyth 
street and Spring street, also un- 
der consideration for a plaza, is 
owned by the Central of Georgia 
Railroad. 

Inviting suggestions from busi- 
ness and governmental leaders on 
the best use to be made of the 
adjacent property in building a 
plaza, Hall said his railroad was 
anxious “to do something that will 
be pleasing to property owners 
of the city and state.” 

He said the development on the 
Whitehall street viaduct has been 
profitable to both the business 
firms and his railroad. It is en- 
gineeringly possible to carry the 
smoke up and away from the 
property that would be built on 
the plaza, Hall said.

Georgia Boosts 
Pleas of Blind 
‘Up-to-Minute’ 


For the first time since 1938, 
applications for aid to Georgia's 
blind are being handled on an 
up-to-the-minute basis. 

Judge A. J. Hartley, director of 
the State Department of Public 
Welfare, announced last night that 
all pending applications have 
been cleared and that all county 
departments are operating on a 
current basis. 

A month ago there were 500 
pending applications, some of 
cee ag dated back to 1938, Hartley 
sai 

Clearance of blind applications 
was the second step in the de- 
partment’s three-point program to 
put all assistance applications on 
an up-to-date program. In October 
the department cleared all pend- 
ing applications for old age assist- 
ance—working through approxi- 
mately 5,600 applications within 
30 days’ time. The next problem 
to be tackled, Hartley said, is 
clearing all pending applications 
for aid to dependent children. This 
third phase will require more 
money, he said. 

Both the old age pension and the 
blind aid applications were clear- 
ed up during the period in which 
the state welfare department was 
operating without drawing any 
funds from the state treasury for 
administration expenses. At the 
beginning of the present quarter. 
Hartley informed the Governor he 
had suffieient funds on hand to 
take care of administrative ex- 
penses without any appropriation 
for the quarter. 

Commenting on the program of 
keeping all applications on a cur- 
rent basis, Hartley said: “The time 
has passed when persons die while 
their applications for assistance 
are pending.” 

The department had a total of 
75,203 old age pension cases, 2,280 
blind, and 4,592 children on the 
rolls as of yesterday.

Breach ‘Winter Line’ 


In Heights Assault; 
RAF Bombers Mass

Both Russian and Allied armies, striking heavy blows at 
the Germans on widely separated fronts, reported important 
strategic victories yesterday, the Red army sweeping into the 
heavily fortified Ukrainian railway junction of Znamenka, 
while British and American mountain fighters crashed 


through the enemy’s 


“winter line” 


in Italy to isolate the 


fortress village of Mignano, 80 miles from Rome. 


Capture of Znamenka, announc- | 


ed by Premier Marshal Stalin in 
a special order of the day, dis- 
rupted a web of railways serving 
the entire Nazi middle Ukraine 
defenses and opened the way to 
the industrial city of Kirovograd, 
20 miles to the southwest. With 
Znamenka lost, the Germans must 
use a series of minor rail lines far 
to the south through the Black 
sea ports of Nikolaev and Odessa 
to supply hundreds of thousands 
of troops in the Dnieper bend. 
Paratroopers Active. 
Airborne troops braved a bliz- 


zard to aid Russian tanks and in- 
fantry in the final assault on 
Znamenka, which Stalin described 
as “a powerful strongpoint” in the 
German Ukraine defenses. 


A 45-minute procession of RAF 
bombers roared across the straits 
of Dover in moonlight last night, 
and a continental radio blackout 
indicated that the week-long lull 
in the new aerial campaign to 
level Germany had ended. 


Following the departure of the 
first procession of bombers last 
night, other planes were heard 
thundering out toward northern 
France. 

Reds Hurled Back. 


A subsequent Méscow commu- 
nique revealed that the Germans’ 
mighty counteraffensive against 
the Russian salient west of Kiev 
had pushed the Red army back 
some 30 miles eastward from Ko- 
rosten, to the neighborhood of Ma- 
lin, The Soviet communique said 
92 German tanks were destroyed 
in this area—the first indication 
that the Russians had been forced 
to fall back that far before the 
onslaught of massed Nazi armor. 


After eight days of savage fight- 
ing in mountains too rough even 
for pack mules, Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Mark W. Clark’s Fifth Army 
stormed down into the wide Ro- 
man valley northwest of Mignano, 
which apparently had been evacu- 
ated by Nazi forces, and stabbed 
on into the enemy’s intricate de- 
fenses before Cassino. 

Italian troops have been in ac- 
tion against the Germans on the 
Fifth Army’s front in Italy; an 
Allied headquarters dispatch to 
Reuters said. 

American troops wrote a smash- 
ing climax to the assault around 
Mignano when they clawed their 
way up through heavy clouds to 
wipe out Nazi resistance on tower- 
ing Mt. Samucro on the northern 
side of the strategic valley. At 
last report they were fighting to- 
ward the little village of San 
Pietro, which lies at the foot of 
Mt. Samucro and is only seven 
miles from Cassino. 


Regiment Chewed Up. 


One crack German division, the 
15th panzer grenadiers, was re- 
ported to have been so thoroughly 
chewed up by Clark’s advance it 
was withdrawn from the fighting. 
Large quantities of war material, 


including 88 and 75-mm. guns,: 


were left behind by the Nazis as 
they fell back from their shattered 
mountain line. 


Canadian troops of General! Sir 
Bernard L. Montgomery’s Eighth 
Army were disclosed to have 
launched an offensive along an 
eight-mile front near the Adriatic. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, was again 
bombed in daylight by Allied 
planes and considerable damage 
done. Twice previously heavy 
American bombers of the 15th U. 
S. Mediterraneay Air Force blast- 
ed the Bulgarian capital, through 
whose railway yards supplies pour 
to German troops in the. Balkans.

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3-Week Bride 
Confesses She 


Beheaded Mate

FORT VALLEY, Ga., Dec. 10.— 
A bride of only three weeks, Mrs. 
John Jump, today told a Peach 
county coroner’s jury how she de- 
capitated and bisected her 52-year- 
old husband, then dragged his 
body a half- mile from their honey- 
moon cottage to the railroad 
tracks, where it was found Thurs- 
day morning. 

In her statement, Mrs. Jump 
said she struck her husband with 
an ax after he threatened to kill 
her, Coroner G. C. Poole said to 
night. 

“Mrs. Jump said that after she 
had struck her husband Wednes- 
day night, his body lay on the 
floor for some time and then she 
decided to move it,” Poole said. 


Used a Butcher Knife. 


“She said she used a butcher 
knife to sever the head and the 
body across the abdomen, to make 
it easier to move, then carried it 
approximately a half-mile to place 
it on the railroad tracks.” 


Though Mrs. Jump said that 
she committed the crime unaided, 
there were rumors of an accom. 
plice, and Earl F. Wright, city po 
liceman at Fort Valley, said to 
day “I don’t believe she did it 
alone.” 

Mrs. Jump was described as of 
small build, and approximately 25 
years old. She is the mother of a 
three-year-old boy and a girl now 
about a year old by a previous 
marriage. 


Charged With Murder. 


Sheriff W. H. Beeland, of Peach 
county, and Fort Valley Police 
Chief C. W. Cochran have taken 
the woman in custody “to a safe 
place” which several Fort Valley 
spokesmen hinted to be the Bibb 
county jail at Macon.

When the body was discovered 
yesterday, a search disclosed 
Jump’s clothes about 100 yards 
away, stripped of valuables, and 
since he was known to habitually 
carry large sums of money on his 
person, robbery was first believed 
to be the motive for the crime.

front was liberalized in some re- 
spects today, but the changes do 
not affect the complete military 
control of all news from the fight- 
ing fronts. 

Byron Price, director of the Of- 
fice of Censorship, eliminated a 
number of restrictive requests 
from the voluntary codes govern- 
ing the press and radio. 

News from the. actual war 
fronts is not affected by the code 
revisions, for there the Army and 
Navy continue in complete control. 

Thus the code changes do not 
affect one major difficulty of 
American newspaper operations 
in wartime to date: that of mili- 
tary censorship abroad which, un- 
der the general term “for reasons 
of military security,” can kill or 
bottle up many stories. Today’s 
code revision would not, for ex- 
ample, have affected the delay on 
the story that Lieutenant General 
George S. Patton had cuffed an 
enlisted man. 

The domestic code revisions is- 
sued today, Price said, “reflect the 
studied opinion of the government 
that more information can now 
be published and broadcast with- 
out danger to national security.

Neither McNutt nor Major Gen- 
eral Lewis B. Hershey, Selective 
Service director, would see re- 
porters today to discuss the bill’s 
effect on the draft and civilian 
manpower. Earlier McNutt argued, 
however, that it would “serious- 
ly weaken” the manpower situa- 
tion by dividing authority over 
civilian and military needs. 

There was some speculation that 
McNutt might now resign, but this 
was considered unlikely. 

Congressional opinion was di- 
vided over the bill’s effect on 
fathers. Senator Johnson, Demo- 
crat, Colorado, estimated it would 
postpone induction “two or three 
months” for some. Senator 
Wheeler, [Cemocrat, Montana, au- 
thor of an unsuccessful attempt 
to outlaw drafting of fathers, said 
the modified bill means practi- 
cally nothing.

Intrastate Call 
Rates Reduced 


An order reducing long-distance 
intrastate telephone charges in 
Georgia an estimated $198,500 an- 
nally was announced yesterday by 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion in a comporomise settlement 
of a protracted rate case with the 
Southern Bell Telephone and Tel- 
egraph Company. 

Chairman Walter R. McDonald 
said the commission's order, effec- 
tive January 1, would reduce the 
intrastate rate for the first three 
minutes of a call to a level no 
more than five cents higher than 
the interstate rate, “with four 
minor exceptions.” At present, he 
added, the difference ranges from 
10 to 15 cents. 

He asserted that the reduction 
for the initial three minutes of a 
long-distance call would automati- 
cally effect a proportionate reduc- 
tion in the overtime differential 
between intrastate and interstate 
toll charges. , 

The reductions made by the A. 
T. & T., parent concern of South- 
ern Bell, safd McDonald, “created 
what the Georgia commission con- 
sidered to be an unreasonable dis- 
parity between the rates in effect 
in Georgia on intrastate toll busi- 
ness as compared with that being 
charged for interstate toll service.” 

The commission’s order applies 
to independent telephone compa- 
nies in the state as well az to 
Southern Bell.

Cracked in Argentina 

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 10.—() 
Existence of a spy ring pitted 
against the United States was re- 
vealed today by Federal Judge 
Horacio Fox in sentencing a 23- 
year-old Spanish medieal student 
to two years in prison for espion- 
age and attempted bribery. 

The convicted spy, Rosendo Al- 
mozaea Lombrera, was arrested on 
his arrival at Buenos Aires on the 
Spanish steamship Cabo de Hor- 
no last May 11 when customs 
officials considered his actions 
suspicious. 

He was carrying envelopes con- 
taining 16,200 Argentine pesos 
($4,082) and 5,600 United States 
dollars as well as photographs and 
coded documents. These subse- 
quently were decoded, disclosing 
his participation in an espionage 
plot against the United States.

Counties Back 
Prison Reform 


Representatives of the Associa- 
tion of County Commissioners of 
Georgia pledged Governor Arnall 
their co-operation today in the 
state’s penal reform program, and 
the Governor promised to do his 
best to assure the counties of 
enough convicts for road work. 

The association’s board of man- 
agers will appoint a committee to 
assist Wiley L. Moore, state direc- 
tor of corrections, in drafting reg- 
ulations to govern the 88 county 
convict camps and to help him in 
determining a basis for dividing 
prisoners between the state and 
the counties. 

In announcing these develop- 
ments after a committee of the 
association conferred with Arnall, 
Julius McCurdy, attorney for the 
association, said that “maintenance 
of minimum quotas” of convicts 
for the counties was “vital to the 
continuance of the camps.” 

He asserted that the counties 
could not get along with any few- 
er convicts than they now have if 
they are to keep school bus routes 
and post roads “in passable re- 
pair.” He added the counties “real- 
ly need more convicts than they 
now have.” 

Moore, as director of correc- 
tions, is responsible for assignment 
of prisoners, At present they are 
divided among the counties, the 
Tattnall state prison and the State 
Highway Department camps. Sev- 
eral state camps have been abol- 
ished lately and the prisoners 
transferred to Tattnall. Remaining 
state camps are to be closed soon. 

“If the counties should be com- 
pelled to compete with farmers 
and war industries for free labor 
to supplement their convict 
forces,” said McCurdy, “the war 
effort would be greatly impeded 
and-a tremendous increase in lo- 
cal taxes would be necessary.” 

McCurdy said the association 
would urge all county commis- 
sioners and county wardens to at- 
tend a meeting called for Decem- 
ber 27 by Arnall and Moore to 
explain the penal reform program 
and to secure suggestions from the 


local officials. ‘

Duo Accused 


Investigation into the disappear- 
ance of 132 letters addressed to 
Conley, Ga., residents: and con- 
taining government checks, result- 
ed yesterday in the arrest of 
Henry G. Moore, Clayton county 
commissioner, who is also assist- 
ant postmaster at Conley, and of 
his wife, Mrs. Robby S.. Moore, 
the postmistress, postal inspectors 
reported. 

The couple, arrested yesterday 
by postal inspectors, were ar- 
raigned before United States Com- 
missioner David J. Meyerhardt, 
and waived hearings. They were 
released after posting bonds of 
$1,500 each. 

The charges alleged that Moore 
and his wife detained and opened 
132 letters which contained checks 
from the Treasury Department 
which were for the redemption of 
war savings bonds. 

It was also alleged that Moore 
and his wife had made a practice 
of redeeming war savings bonds 
before they were 60 days old and 
thatthey had charged a _ fee of 
10 per cent for redeeming these 
bonds.

1939 he was tried and acquitted 
by a Clayton county jury of

Simon S. Willis was inaugurated the forty- 
ninth governor of Kentucky Tuesday, just a 
little over a month after his victory at the 
polls. 

That is undeniably the best system. Too 
long, in Georgia, does a repudiated adminis- 
tration continue in office. Lame ducks can 
_ accomplish little even if they are so inclined. 
And all too often, on the other hand, they 
spend the long months, once they have been 
defeated and before their successors are in- 
augurated, in activity which, to put it charit- 
ably, is not altogether to the public interest. 


Incidentally, one cannot but envy Ken- 
tucky for the character of its outgoing as 
well as incoming administration. That caliber 
of statesmanship we mean, exemplified in re- 
tiring Governor Keen Johnson’s valedictory 
address wherein he humorously compared the 
Republican rout of November secgnd to the 
Japanese attack on the defenders of Peart 
Harbor. | 

“The brave defenders of Pearl Harbor were 
not expecting such a cowardly blow as the 
treacherous sons of Nippon administered,” he 
said, “but we Democrats knew full well a state 
of political warfare existed between us and the 
Republicans. We knew. the zero hour for their 
attack. It was 6 a. m. November 2. For days 
Democratic scouts had reported evidence of 
growing Republican strength. Their political 
-maneuvering, our scouts reported, was precise 
and well timed. They appeared to have plenty 
of ammunition. They were observed to be a 
little hungry, but otherwise fit and rarin’ to go. 

“Then came the dawn. Came the attack, 
anid what an attack! Swarms of well-armed 
Republicans quickly mounted the offensive 
against us on every front. Our men fought 
bravely.

He simply got there ‘fustest with the 
mostest,’” Johnson said. 

In response, Governor Willis said he was 
honored that his predecessor deemed the Re- 
publicans such worthy foes. 

“I am glad we defeated his side,” Governor 
Willis declared, “but I am equally glad we did 
not take from him his matchless sense of 
humor.” 

Contrast that, if you will, with the spectacle 
of Georgia’s last inauguration day, not forget- 
ting the picture of the sullen die-hard who 
sat scowling throughout the ceremony and 
stalked, withous a word, from the platform 
at the end. 


If this goes on, there will be no bureaucrat 
left in Berlin. One is surprised that Goebbels 
basn’t sold this to the people, as the bright 
side of the picture.

Victories at Sea 

Heartening is the disclosure that Allied 
ships and planes hunting submarines probably 
destroyed upwards of 300 undersea raiders in 
the Atlantic from March to November. This 
must necessarily seriously cripple the sub- 
marine fleet of the Germans, and adds up to 
another Allied achievement which will play no 
small part in bringing about the downfall of 
Hitler and all he stands for. 


The announcement of the anti-sub cam- 
paign came from no minor personages, but 
from President Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill. They added that Allied ship losses 
in November were the lowest in any month 
since May, 1941. It is well known in this con- 
nection that official reports along this line 
are always exceedingly conservative.

strike, the Germans are in for it. May the day 
come soon.

ew weeks ago I was in Val- 
dosta. Dr. Frank Reade, the Sh president, whose complete 
knowledge of the cattle business is confined to the statement, “Make 
mine medium-well,” had me in charge. “We will go over to see 
Dave Wainer,” he said. And we went. 

That is how I now happen to be in Moultrie. I am in Moultrie 
because I went to Valdosta. Mr. Wainer has a 
charming family. There are Mrs. Wainer and 
two intelligent children. Did I ever get to talk 
with them? I did not. Mr. Wainer was worse 
“than the Ancient Mariner. Away off in the dis- 
tance I could hear Dr. Reade, of the women’s 
college, talking about Virginia. The state, not 
one of his students. But Wainer had me by the 
lapel. He was talking Polled Herefords. He got 
out a contract. “Sign here,” he said. I signed. 
When I read it later I:read that I had agreed 
to go to Moultrie to the Southeastern Polled 
Hereford Association show and sale. 

There used to be a famous baseball combi- 

nation called “from Tinker to Evans to Chance.” 

I met up with Reade to Wainer to Moultrie. 

F am glad of it. This is a great region. I 

think if one were to take Moultrie and draw a 

radius of 60 miles one would include not merely 

Tifton, Valdosta, Sylvester, Cordele, Vienna and other cities, but 

all that territory which is the real garden spot of Georgia agricul- 

ture. This is the richest section of the state and the most success- 
ful farming area. 

One reason it is great is because a long time ago they were sold 
on the value of cattle. Good cattle. If you are a city reader you 
may have heard a lot, and read more, about soil conservation. The 
best soil conservation is a simple program. It is cow manure and 
grass. This section is the agricultural empire of the state because 
of cows. No fertilizer in the world is as good as that which cows 


supply. 


SHOW AND SALE I guess almost every person in Georgia 

has seen those yellow and tan cows. We 
don’t have a fence law in Georgia and in the past 15 years almost 
every person with a jalopy has driven along and seen those forlorn, 
sad-looking tan cows. 

You could, in the prewar days, buy one of them for $6 or $8. 

There was a sale herg at Moultrie. It was a sale of registered 
Polled Hereford cattle. do not mean to say it was a great sale. 
We have been, and are, slow here in the south. 

Yet, in five years we have done wonders in good cattle. I know 
this show had cattle which were not Chicago tops. It was not 
that sort of a sale. It was a sale of seed stock. 

Yet, be with me. We are sitting on plank seats and the heifer 
which won the heifer championship is brought in. The auctioneer 
started. Here is a female bovine with a red coat and a white face. 

She was bought, at last, for a little less than $900. In other 
words, she is worth about 100 of those scrub cows you are used 
to seeing along the highways. 

She was just a female cow. Yet she was worth almost $1,000. 

They brought the bulls on next. There were a lot of steaks on 
them. Yet these were being sold not for steaks, but for breeding. 
They will be bred to a lot of cows of first-rate grade. Their calves 
will be good ones. You can buy a good bull here for as little as 
$150. Two years later, with good care, you can sell his fifst calf 
for $300 or more. 

They look at blood lines at these cattle shows much more care- 
fully than they do the FFV families. The fellow with the check 
book may have forefathers who came over on a debtor’s ship. But 
he a his bull to have a pedigree a yard long and all the blood 
to be blue. 


THE SALE Moultrie is a town whith was built on livestock. 

Years ago Horace McDowell came here for Swift & 
Co. and started in arguing people into growing out a calf and a pig. 
He made Colquitt county into one of the great counties. He had 
some help. Will Vereen and Gene Vereen and their associates were 
men with vision and they helped build the county. 

Today there are feed companies, commission houses and truck- 
ing companies all built around the packing plant. Horace McDowell] 
was sick and couldn’t attend the sale. But every person lookirg 
at the big plant and all the development about it thought of Horace 
McDowell. 

The sale was exciting. Five states were represented. I was. 
proud of the fact that Georgians won prizes. Dr. Thomas Rich, of 
Jesup; H. Y. Tillman,.Dave Wainer, of Valdosta, and the Brown 
brothers, of Dillard, all ‘won prizes. 

I was happy, too, to see a half-dozvén Georgia breeders buy the 
better stock offered in the sale. Hughes Spalding, of Atlanta, was 
one of them. He purchased six fine animals. 

Keep in mind that Georgia’s livestock last year was worth more 
than the cotton crop. And remember that it takes about 100 of 
the tan cows you see on the range driving through Georgia to be 
worth one of the animals sold here today. Good stock always was 


worth more, be it people or cows or bulls. Georgia is learning that.

But sometimes I wonder wheth- 
er the lack of snow and ice and 
genuine winter cold is quite the 
advantage it is said to be, We may 
be missing -something valuable 
without realizing it. 


Cold and 
Vitality 

I sometimes have an idea that 
the severe cold of the north, the 
temperatures far below zero, are 
not good for the human system. 
Perhaps that cold weather puts a 
vigor and a_ vitality into’ folks 
which is valuable. It may stir 
their blood and clear it of the 
vapors of lassitude that too much 
ease and comfort are apt to bring. 

Perhaps the northern winter .is 
a desirable tonic which makes the 
normal individual better fit to 
tackle the problems of life, to 
work physically and mentally, 
each year. 

I do know one thing. That is 
you become accustomed to one cli- 
mate. For instance, after having 
lived in the Atlanta weather for 
so many years I would be fearful 
of exposing myself to the rigors 
of one of those Toronto winters 
I used to know before I came to 
this part of the world, 

Those Ontario winters when the 
temperature stayed for weeks 
around 20 below. And I have seen 
it register as low as 56 below.

NEW YORK, 
Teheran Dec. 10.—So our 


Conference leader went in 
splendor with 


his personal retainers and there 
in Teheran, surrounded by guards 
and guns and mystery, great de- 
cisions were made, and the mighty 
men drank innumerable toasts 
and planned the doom of Adolf 
Hitler. For these commitments 
we receive Stalin’s simple assur- 
ance that he will fight on against 
the Nazi, as though that were 
somehow a favor to us, but no 
word comes out of any promise 
that Poland, the first victim of 
the aggressor, will be allowed to 
live again or that the new Europe 
will be any more free than Soviet 
Russia. 

That was a stirring picture of 
Stalin kissing the Stalingrad 
sword presented by the prime 
minister of England and the good 
fellowship of the personal giants 
come together at least as men in 
warm assurance that this time 
Germany will be crushed, if not 
reduced to that howling wilder- 
ness which Goebbels conjured as 
the alternative to victory. The 
Allies cannot lose, and Hitler can- 
not hope to win and so this awful 
thing will vanish from the earth. 

But has Stalin changed? Isn’t 
this the same man who conducted 
blood purges no less horrifying 
than Hitler’s own, who deported 
and enslaved masses of his own 
people and attacked our own old 
friend, brave little Finland, as we 
called her then? 

For a long time, 


Stalin our own govern- 


ment has _ tried 
Unchanged to make us for- 


get the record, to make us believe 
that these things are all an awful 
dream and that the Russian dic- 
tatorship, though denying all the 
freedoms which America means, 
is nevertheless a nice despotism. 
Joseph E. Davies tampered with 
truth and history under govern- 
ment auspices but the damned 
spots will not out. 

Is it inopportune, is it disruptive 
or unpatriotic to remember things 
about Stalin, that it was his 
agreement with Hitler which 
touched off the war, or that he 
stood by and his Communists in 
Britain and France and here tried 
to help the Nazi while weak, small 
nations fell? They ccrtainly are 
unappetizing truths, but I hold 
that we cannot deceive ourselves 
however we may try and that the 
net results of Teheran, as far as 
we are allowed to know, is that 
there will be close fighting co- 
operation, no less for Russia’s 
benefit than for our own, but no 
guarantee that the peoples of Eu- 
rope will enjoy freedom as we 
know the meaning of the sacred 
word. The most that can be hoped 
is that they will be given a few 
generations of peace under out- 
side protection. 


° I am one of those 
F ooling who said long ago 


and still insist that 
Ourselves the difference be- 


tween Hitler’s dictatorship and 
Stalin’s is merely superficial, and 
I could find corroboration in the 
old opinions of many men and 
women who now are squirming in 
distress of soul as they try to 
accept the new history of Stalin’s 
rule and the new character that 
has been created. I believe that 
for our own good we should face 
the truth as we know it and ac- 
cept the fact that the fortunes of 
war have placed us on the side 
of one dictator against another 
who attacked. us and would have 
taken our very life. 

Our concepts of government of 
freedom and property are utterly 
unlike the Russian, but we are 
not honestly committed to the 
destruction of dictatorship and the 
establishment of freedom every- 
where in the world, and we 
should admit this to ourselves. 
If so, we shquid be at war with 
Portugal and some of the South 
American nations ose friend- 
ship we have been trying to buy 
and, for that matten, even with 
our ally, China. In the first 
World War we were willing to 
fight as an ally of the czar. 

The very pomp of the meeting 
in Teheran was out of keeping with 
American ideals but that we can 
dismiss as political showmanship 
intended to impress foe and friend 
alike, 

But there is no need to deceive 
ourselves regarding Stalin, his 
career and the kind of govern- 
ment that he runs or to gulp down 
the naive belief that out of 
Teheran we received any assurance 
as to the kind of government that

SAME OLD DIGEST WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—If the latest 
offense committed by the Reader's Digest 
in printing a spurious article, containing allegations designed to 
impugn the honesty and integrity of the Roosevelt administration, 
had been its first, the public could afford to ex- 
cuse it on the grounds of journalistic omission, 

Errors of the kind have been known to creep 
into the pages of more carefully edited publica- 
tions. 

But the present offense is a repetition of 
others in a similar vein that have been committed 
by the same magazine with too much frequency 
in the recent past. 

As charged by Senator Joseph F. Guffey, of 
Pennsylvania, the assumption is warranted, 
therefore, that the magazine did not want the 
real facts, “but facts which it might use against 
President Roosevelt, against the New Deal, with- 
out heed for the effect on the good-neighbor 
policy, the foreign relations and the international 
friendships cultivated by the administration.” 

Somehow the editors of the popular publica- 
tion have taken a violent dislike to the Roose- 

velt administration. In recent months practically every issue has 
contained some smear article intended to bring the President and 
his administration into disrepute. It has gone anti-Roosevelt and 
antiadministration with a vengeance. 

No one can complain about that. Every publication has a right 
to follow any editorial policy it chooses, to support or oppose any 
cause it pleases, so long as it is in keeping with good taste and the 
public good. 

But the public has a right to demand that publications catering 
to the public and serving the public needs base their material on 
facts. The Reader’s Digest, as in the present case, had not always 
done that. 

What Senator Guffey was complaining about is an article written 
by Hugh Butler, freshman Republican senator from Nebraska, who 
recently made an extended tour of South American countries. 


After spending 60 days visiting 20 of the Latin republics, which 
means that, including traveling time, he spent an average of three 
days in each country, the senator prepared a 200-page report con- 
taining a lot of half-baked charges about boondoggling and other 
alleged activities of this government in South America. Reader's 
Digest condensed this report into a magazine piece. 


SLOPPILY DONE Typical of his sloppy observations, he said 
at one point that Sao Paulo, Brazil, “is the 


Chicago of the east coast of South America.” Two pages later he 
remarked that “Buenos Aires is the Chicago of the east coast of 
South America.” Twice he gave the population of Cuba as 4,000,000, 
and once as 44,164,000. He spoke of 30,000 pounds of rubber comi ng 
from the area, when the correct figure was 20,000,000 pounds, an 

in this way arrived at a price of $500 a pound as the cost of raw 
South American rubber to us. 

But the most asinine error committed by the freshman senator 
turned expert on South America was in charging that the Roosevelt 
administration had spent $6,000,000,000 (six billion) on what he 
termed boondoggling projects in the Latin republics. 


Nelson Rockefeller, co-ordinator of Latin-American affairs, later 
corrected the senator. He had made the simple mistake of adding 
too many ciphers. The correct figure was $600,000,000, not six 
billion, Rockefeller said, and with most of this going for strategic 
military materials. 

Reader’s Digest, in printing the article, went along with the 
senator in all of his errors. Nothing evidently was checked. The 
editors accepted everything he said at its face value. It represents 
about as sloppy a piece of editing as cam be found in any self-re- 
specting magazine. Even the pulps do better than that. 


Now, obviously, -it is the duty of any carefully edited publication 
to weed out all of the half-baked material in any article accepted 
for publication. A simple inquiry to the government agencies in 
charge would develop the real facts. 


NO CHECKING  Reader’s Digest was so biased in its animus 

against the Roosevelt administration that it 
was willing to believe anything that would be damaging. Hence the 
Butler article was printed without any effort to ascertain whether 
the senator.knew what he was talking about. 


A few issues back the magazine had another article that was 
equally haywire in relation to the facts. It purported to show what 
a mess our foreign service is in because of alleged conflicting cross- 
currents between the Army, the Navy and regular State Depart- 
ment career representatives. The person who wrote it got his in- 
formation from a lot of soreheads. 

Some confusion exists, no doubt, in our foreign service, just as 
a certain amount of lost motion or waste may be found in our South 
American dealings. But not to the extent blown up out of all pro- 
portions by Reader’s Digest. 

Here is a magazine that has been accorded one of the most 
popular receptions ever given a publication by the American people. 
In the years of its growth it played fair with its readers by not 
playing politics with its influence. Now that it has grown fat with 
financial success and an immense circulation, however, it has be 
come infected with political bias. 

A few more offenses of the present sort and the public may well 
afford to write it off as a spurious thing, just as the old Literary 
Digest \ was written off a few years ago for its fakery and fraud.

F ollow the Leader {y)Kcd mentioning the fact that the 
American League has followed the Southern League in a new rule 
of the diamond pastime. 

It is the rule Ear] Mann introduced at a Southern League meet- 
ing a year ago and which helped speed up baseball considerably. 

A pitcher must get up there and hit when his turn comes, 
the Southern League decreed. 

Instead of walking leisurely from the dugout, selecting 
two or three bats and finally dragging up there while every- 
one waited impatiently, the Southern League rule demanded 
a pitcher’s presence in the batter’s circle. 

Then, too, when a pitcher was left on base after an in- 
ning, he was not to return to the bench and take’a leisurely 
shower at the water cooler, but he was to go directly to the 
mound after picking up his glove. 

This rule also shaved time from the games and made it a better 
spectacle for the fans. 

The American League obviously studied the Southern League 
procedure, for the rule about pitchers being ready to take their turn 
at bat was adopted at the recent meeting. 

Earl Mann’s rule, as it has come to be known in the Southern 


‘League, is a good one.

Mullis Scores 
Lone Marker 


For Smithies 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dec. 10. 
()—Robert E. Lee’s Generals to- 
night trounced the Tech High 
Smithies, of Atlanta, 12-6, in a 
hard-fought game before some 
7,000 football fans at the munici- 
pal stadium. 

Lee’s brilliant backfield trio of 
Captain Billy Parker, Billy Queen 
and Paul Stephanz turned the 
trick. 

Stephanz put Lee ahead late in 
the first quarter with a 25-yard 
dash off left tackle for a touch- 
down, after Queen and Parker had 
put the ball in scoring position. 

Parker sparked a 65-yard touch- 
down march and took the ball 
over for the winning touchdown 
on the first play of the fourth 
quarter after Tech High had tied 
the score. 

FRED MULLIS SCORES. 

None of the attempts for point 
after touchdown were good. 

The hard-hitting Smithies, who 
had previously won nine of their 
10 games and rolled up more than 
300 points against some of the 
south’s better teams, were not to 
be denied and scored on a 23-yard 
drive. 

End Dick Crowe recovered a 
fumble on Lee’s 23. Tech High’s 
brilliant Fred Mullis hit center 
for 15 yards and left tackle for 7 
more to carry to Lee’s l-yard line 
in the third quarter. Then he 
plunged over to tie the score for 
the time being. 

Lee made 13 first downs to Tech 
High’s nine. | 

FIRST PERIOD. 

Tech High got the ball on its 
own 36 on the kickoff. J. Peek 
and F. Mullis made .it a first 
down on the Smithies’ 48 on line 
plunges and Mullis passed to End 
Fred Burgis for 14 yards and a 
first down on Lee’s 35-yard line. 
Billy- Queen, of Lee, intercepted 
one of Mullis’ passes on his own 
six to break up the Tech High 
drive. Then Lee began a drive 
of its own. Backs Queen and 
Billy Parker made it a first down 
on Lee’s 18. Again on the 26, 
with the aid of Fullback Paul 
Stephanz and a pass interference 
penalty, Lee got another first 
down on the Smithies’ 25, Stephanz 
then broke off tackle 25 yards 
for the first touchdown of the 
game to put Lee ahead, 6-0. The 
try for extra point was no good.

SECOND PERIOD. 


Fred Mullis and Jack Peek 
made a first down on Tech High’s 
33. and Mullis passed 17 yards 
to End Bill Busbin for a first 
down on the Atlantan’s 48 after 
George Vlass lost five and gained 
three. Mullis then punted out on 
Lee’s six after Tech was unable 
to proceed. Parker dashed 14 
yards around right end and Full- 
back Stephanz broke through 
left tackle for 12 to give Lee a 
first down on their own 32. Park- 
er passed to Halfback Ward Har- 
ris for 21 yards and another first 
down on the Smithies’ 47. Ste- 
phanz ploughed through right 
tackle for a first down on Tech 
High’s 37.

The grip that football has on the youth of this country is an 


amazing thing. For football is also a grind and hard work.

It isn’t 


For example, this last season, due largely to Army regulations, 
Harvard, Boston College, Vanderbilt and Tennessee had to abandon 


football. 

At least that was the early plan. 
It. was the young football players, 
many of them minus coaches, who 
picked up and got going again, at 
least with informal games. 

Vanderbilt, minus a coach or a 
schedule, for one example, played 
five games, with a squad of more 
than 40 war ineligibles reporting 
for practice. 

“At Ohio State,” Paul Brown 
told me, “we had no Navy 
trainees, We had to depand on 
4-F’s and kids under 18. Yet 
we had 45 men out to play one 
of the hardest schedules of the 
year. We finished with a total 
squad of 35 men. The kids knew 
in most cases there wasn’t even 
an outside chance to win—not 
against such teams as the Sea- 
hawks, Purdue and Michigan. 
But they were keen to try it 
out, 

“I think 1943 has been foot- 
ball’s toughest year. We have the 
chance now to do some better 
matching for 1944—a chance we 
never had this last season. I think 
you will see games much more 
evenly played, just as Ohio State 
and Illinois were matched in one 
of the most exciting games of the 
season, There should be more 
civilian games. There will be 
quite enough service teams and 
Navy trainee teams to build up 
first-class schedules all around 
the map.” 


Stopping Baugh 

Steve Owen knows that the 
main job which confronts him and 
his Giants tomorrow, in Washing- 
ton, is the somewhat involved mat- 
ter of handling Sammy Baugh. 

“You have to stop Baugh on 
four fronts,” Steve said. “His pass- 
ing, his kicking, his ball-carrying 
and his defensive play. But espe- 
cially his passing. You know 
Baugh can be running one direc- 
tion, looking in one direction, and 
then passing in aother direction. 
If the Redskins didn’t have Baugh 
we wouldn’t have to worry. But 
they happen to have Baugh—and 
we haven’t got him. Sammy is 
about as close to a one-man foot- 
ball team as I’ve ever seen.” 

“We have a better, stronger 
Giant team now than we’ve had 
all year,” Steve said, “I’m 
proud of that Giant line and we 
have a backfield that can match 
any team at taking that ball 
along the ground. You won't see 
any faster, harder running backs 
than Ward Cuff and Paschal. 
Physically, I'd say we are in 
better shape than the Redskins 
are. I’m not predicting. How can 
I? The Bears wrecked us, the 
Redskins beat the Bears and we 
beat the Redskins. When that 
passing game gets going with a 
Baugh, a Luckman or a receiver 
like a Hutson, it can murder 
you. Just a difference of a few 
inches can make the difference 
of many points.” 

Owen admitted that by the time 
his Giants and the Redskins fin- 
ished their mutual mopping up, 
the Bears would be sitting on the 
sunny side of the street. Last Sun- 
day’s game was no egg-rolling con- 
test, and the same will be true of 
tomorrow’s game in Washington.
